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FOUND GUILTY 
IN KNIFING OF 
FRUIT WORKER 


Ivan Turner. 31-year-old Phila­ 
delphia Negro migrant worker, 
was found guilty by an Adams 
County jury Thursday afternoon 
of aggravated assault and bat­ 
tery in the knifing of a fellow 
fruit worker. 


The jury at the same time found 
Turner innocent of aggravated as­ 
sault and battery with intent to 
kill. 


Judge Dale Shughart, Carlisle, 
presided over Adams County cases 
this term of court while Judge 
W. C. Sheely is busy with the E l­ 
mo Smith trial brought here from 
Montgomery County. 
Claims Self Defense 
Turner told the jury he had gone 
to Jack Billingslae, Florida mi­ 
grant worker, at a camp near 
Aspers during an altercation be­ 
tween 
Billingslae 
and Turner's 
wife Billingslae raised a beer bot­ 
tle in a threatening gesture, Turn­ 
er said. The Philadelphian said 
he grabbed Billingslae's arm in 
an attempt to wrest the bottle 
from him, found he was not suc­ 
ceeding, 
and 
in 
desperation 
reached into his pocket with his 
other hand, pulled out a pocket 
knife, 
opened 
the 
blade 
with 
his teeth and then stabbed Bil­ 
lingslae three times to subdue him. 
Billingslae agreed that he had 
a beer bottle in his hand None 
of the witnesses to the scene re­ 
called a 
bottle 
in 
Billingslae's 
possession. The testimony showed 
a series of arguments between 
the two men, with Mrs. Turner 
also in the arguments, 
during 
the evening in which, according 
to the testimony, there was some 
drinking 
by the 
principals 
in­ 
volved 
There was no testimony 
as to the cause of the arguments 
which ended in the stabbing. 
To Resume Monday 
Dr. Bruce N. Wolff, local sur­ 
geon. testified that one of the cuts 
was “ superficial” and two others 
were 
potentially 
very 
danger­ 
ous. One slash cut into Billings­ 
lae's stomach, another narrowly 
missed an intestine.

OAS Split Over Herter's 
Demand For Clear Stand 
On Cuba-Communist Ties

SAN JO SE. Costa Rica <AP>- 
The 
Organization 
of 
American 
States split today over U.S. de­ 
mands that it pinpoint Cuba in a 
condemnation of Communist infil­ 
tration into the Western Hemi­ 
sphere. 
Delegates from some of .the 
larger Latin American nations to 
the OAS Foreign Ministers Con­ 
ference lined up with the United 
States. A group of smaller mem­ 
bers favored a vaguely worded re­ 
solution condemning “ extracontin­ 
ental intervention” without nam­ 
ing Fidel Castro’s government, 
the Soviet Union or Red China. 
The United States put the issue 
squarely before the conference 
Thursday night by introducing a 
resolution 
condemning 
Chinese- 
Soviet efforts to spread their in­ 
fluence in the hemisphere and 
calling on Cuba to “ repudiate and 
reject” such moves. 
Has Support 
The U.S. position reportedly had 
support from Argentina, Chile, 


Brazil, 
Nicaragua. 
Guatemala, 
Uruguay, Paraguay and Colom­ 
bia. 
Eight small nations worked up 
a 
mild-toned 
resolution 
which 
they had hoped would be accept­ 
able to the United States and 
Cuba. It reportedly would “ con­ 
demn any form of extracontinen­ 
tal intervention, reiterate adher 
ence by the American states to 
the principles of nonintervention 
in a nation’s internal affairs, af­ 
firm continetal uity and solidar­ 
ity, recogize the urgency of pre 
serving 
democratic 
institutions 
and reiterate the obligation of 
member <OAS» states to submit 
to the discipline of the inter- 
American system.” 
Those favoring a softer stand 
were said to include Bolivia, Ven­ 
ezuela, Mexico. Panama. Peru, 
Ecuador, El Salvador and Hon 
duras.

grist mill and saw mill along Big 
Pipe Creek which soon gained 
the name “ Union Mills.” 


Dr. Frederic Shriver Klein, of 
the

Franklin and 
Marshall College, 
present 
owner 
of 
the 
Shriver 
homestead, 
conducted 
the 
tour 
through the 23 rooms of the house 
preserved as a museum. 
Battle-Connected History 
Immediately prior to the Battle 
of Gettysburg, the nome>>tead was 
the scene of much excitement. 
J. E. B. Stuart led his cavalrymen 
to Union Mills and stayed at the 
home of a member of the Shriver 
family who was a Confederate 
sympathizer, across the road from 
the Shriver homestead. Stuart’s 
men raided the Shriver homestead 
and mill and in the kitchen are 
preserved the equipment on which 
pancakes were made for Stuart's 
men. The old Hanover Rd., now! 
closed, over which Stuart’s men 
rode enroute to Hanover and then 
Gettysburg, was shown the Round

2. She had suffered a large jag­ 
ged skull fracture and five small 
fractures. 
3. There were cuts behind the

“The actual fighting was but 
a small skirmish, but was bitter 
enough. Saturday, June 27, 1863, 
Major Napoleon B. Knight of the 
Delaware Calvary was sent with 
his unit to Westminster. They 
encamped on what is now the 
campus <rf Western Maryland Col­ 
lege. 
“June 28 Jeb Stuart s cavalry 
moved in. The tiny unit of about 
90 men commanded by 
Major 
Knight sought to halt the Con­ 
federates. but against 5,000 he 
had no chance. 
“General David Gregg’s Sec­ 
ond Cavalry Division was at New 
Windsor 
moving 
toward 
West­ 
minster while Stuart was in West­ 
minster. He was held up by the 
movement of other units. One 
often wonders what would have 
happened had Gregg arrived a 
few hours earlier and met Stuart 
at Westminster. Would that have 
been the beginning of what later 
turned out to be the Battle of 
Gettysburg? 
“ Westminster was the closest 
railroad to Gettysburg that could 
be used by the Union forces and 
so it became the center for sup­ 
plying the Union troops at Get­ 
tysburg. At one time 30.000 mules 
and 5.000 wagons weer in West­ 
minster.”

The fifth NLRB member. Jo­ 
seph A. Jenkins, said the strike 
should be considered an unfair la­ 
bor practice walkout from its in­ 
ception. He said the company had 
exhibited “ fixed intent to precipi­ 
tate a situation which would ena­ 
ble it to rid itself of the union.’' 
Unlike the other four NLRB 
members, 
Jenkins said

Barbara Powers Is Denied 
Personal Plea To Premier 


PARIS (AP)—Barbara Powers, 
wife of convicted U2 pilot Francis 
Gary Powers, arrived in Paris to­ 
day en route from Moscow to the 
United States. 
Six* failed in an attempt to gain 
an interview with Soviet Prem ier 
Nikita Khrushchev to plead for 
clemency for her husband, who 
got a 10-year sentence. 
Sin' was accompanied by her 
mother, Ilk' family doctor and two 
lawyers who were with her dur­ 
ing the three-day .spy trial last 
week of her 31-year-old husband 
Their plane arrived in Paris from 
Brussels, where it was delayed 
by mechanical trouble. 
Solemn And Silent 
She refused to say anything to 
newsmen at the airport in Paris. 
Solemn and silent, the wife of 
U2 pilot Fraud* Gary Power* had 
on the same black dress and black 
velvet hat she wore on her way 
to Moscow two weeks ago for lier 
husband s trial. She avoided news­ 
men at the Brussels airport. 
Leaving Moscow, Mrs. Powers. 
25. had made only one comment 
to newsmen: “ All I hope is thai 
they gel Gary out.” 
Received No Reply 
After Powers* conviction and 
*entencing last Friday, his wife 
sent 
a 
handwritten 
letter 
to 
Khrushchev asking for an inter­ 
view so six- could plead in person 
for (.'leniency. The Soviet premier 
is vacationing at Yalta, on the 
Black Sea. and Barbara offered to 
go there, but apparently Khrush­ 
chev did not reply. 


In New York City, Powers’ fa­ 
ther said his son doesn’t believe 


The lather 
quoted nim as saying “ If I were 
shot down, there would have been 
a hollow e.xplasion behind me and 
orange flash around me." 
The father, Oliver M. Powers, 
told a news conference Thursday 
he does not 
believe his son's 
plane wa* shot down over Soviet 
territory. 


Didn't Elaborate 
He added that hi* son “did not 
say in court or out of court" what 
brought him down. The father did 
not elaborate. “ He did not land 
the plane." the father .said. 
According to the Soviets, a rock­ 
et knocked Powers* plane down 
Asked whether he thought hi* 
son was forced down by Soviet 
aircraft, the father said, “ I won t 
make any comment on that. We 
did not discuss it.”

WASHINGTON (A P'—President 
Eisenhower seemed on the way 
today toward getting more satis­ 
faction out of the Democratic Con­ 
gress than Sen. John F Kennedy. 
Kennedy, the Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee, has run into trou­ 
ble from a coalition of Republi­ 
cans and Southern Democrats in 
his efforts to produce legislation 
aimed at crossing the “new fron­ 
tier” he has been talking about. 
Partly because of ominous world 
events, Eisenhower is racking up 
some gains in the international 
field. 
Campaign Material 
And the coalition is giving him 
some things in the domestic area 
that Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, the GOP presidential nom­ 
inee. can talk about in the cam­ 
paign. 
Eisenhower’s batting average on 
the 21-point program he resubmit- 
ted to the post-convention session 
apparently will be a respectable 
.334. Kennedy may hit only .250 
on four major measures he hoped 
to get passed. 
E i s e n h o w e r got practical­ 
ly everything he asked for when 
tile Senate passed a $3,989,054,000 
foreign aid bill Wednesday. Even 
if disturbances in the Congo and 
Cuba contributed to this result, it 
came in a field dear to Eisen­ 
hower's heart. 
Th# Eisenhower Formula 
On the way toward final action 
is a bill to provide medical care 
an a federal-state matching basis. 
This is essentially the Eisenhower 
formula as opposed to the Senate- 
rejected Kennedy plan to finance 
mch a program through Social 
iecurity taxes. 
If Congress finally passes a 
minimum wage bill, it probably

The President got senate ap­ 
proval of the antarctic treaty and 
ippear* likely to get congressional 
uithorization for a 600-million-dol- 
ar Latin American aid program.

His proposal to put a food-for-

FIRST SORTIE 
BY KENNEDY 
INTO VIRGINIA

ALEXANDRIA. Va. < A P'—Sen. 
John F. Kennedy made his first 
campaign sortie into a Southern 
state Wednesday night and ig­ 
nored both the racial and religious 
issues. His Virginia audience in­ 
cluded a few Negroes. 
Instead, he challenged the Re­ 
publican effort to picture his rival, 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon, 
as a man of needed leadership 
and expedience. 
Speaking in a Republican con­ 
gressional district in a state that 
went Republican in both the 1952 
and 
1956 presidential elections, 
Kennedy advised 
Virginians to 
vote 
Republican again—if they 
are satisfied with the way things 
are going in the world and want 
to stand still. 


15,000 At Rally 
But if there is a feeling the 
nation faces great challenges, he 
said, “then I say to you this 
country will move and the Demo­ 
cratic party will lead it.” 
The 
Democratic 
presidential 
nominee expects to dip deeper 
into Dixie later on. He may go 
then into the issues of civil rights 
and his Roman Catholic religion. 
These are of particular concern 
to the racially conscious, largely 
Protestant South. 
A crowd of some 15,000 persons 
at a Democratic rally Wednesday 
night in a high school stadium 
whooped and laughed and egged 
Kennedy on with applause as he 
attacked Nixon’s leadership. He 
got a big hand with a remark 
that: “ Mr. Nixon is experienced- 
experienced in policies of weak­ 
ness. retreat and defeat." 
Party Brats There 
Noting that Nixon has presided 
over the National Security Council 
at times during the last eight 
years, Kennedy said that never 
has the country’s strength de­ 
clined more rapidly than during 
this period. (He didn’t mention 
that Nixon has presided only oc­ 
casionally, during absences or ill­ 
nesses of President Eisenhower.) 
With his vice-presidential team ­ 
mate, Sen. Lyndon B Johnson of 
Texas, beside him on the speakers’ 
platform. Kennedy told his Vir­ 
ginia listeners that “ we ask your 
help and we are here tonight to 
begin this campaign.” 
Most of the top bracket Demo­ 
cratic leaders of the state were 
on hand. But not the most power­ 
ful one of all, Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd. The Virginia senator re­ 
fused to endorse the Democratic 
ticket in 1952 and 1956 and so far 
has held out against doing so this 
year.
